The
stove was overturned, as were also
choirs and tables. Winlei niuie was
shooting when he could get n chance,
and the terrified crowd huddled
around, apparently not daring to in-

terfere between tlie desperate com-
batants. McCook dashed out a whi-
tlow, and at otto time nearly succeed-- t

tl iu throwing Wiiileruiule out of it;
buttl e twoli'nallv fell to the lioor,
withMt-Coo- ou top. In this posi-

tion AViiiti'i-uiul- tired twic", but
without ctl'eci. The blood literally
streamed tiotii s wound, nud
while the two men were locked in
their deadly embrace upon the fl.ior
WiuteruiiuV's lace and breasi became
clotted with gore. It was at llrst
supposed that lie was also wounded,
but he was lint hurt other I ban re-

ceiving some severe bruises.
Finally Major Hanson succeeded iti
wresting the rcvolvi r Irom Wi.iter-ltiiile'- s

liand, and the two me were
separated. The latter was placed
under ariesl, while McCook wits
Ittkeii to his room and undressed, in
order that hi h jnries might be as-

certained. Jrs. Thomas, Van Velsor,
Moon ami other til surgeons
wet-- promptly "it hand, and il was
decided lb.it. "MuCook's wound was
fatal. The ball t illered the lett breasi
jitst above Hit! I. earl, culling nil the
upper part of Iltt; lung, ami severing
au artery. At llrst, wit it every pulsa-
tion of bis heart the blood spurted
from the wound, but Hie surgeons.
stieveed in stopping the flow, and tor
a short lime hopes were eitterl:iii:i!l
I litt 1 he might live though it, but he
i ot ti nieti eet 1 bleeding ititertntilv, atitl
gradually tailed until his death, which
occurred tit 7 o'clock yesterday morn-
ing. As soon us it. was ascertained
that lieu. McCook had received his
death wound, the excitement tvss
simply indescribable, and through il
all McCook was apparently the calm-
est of all Ihe excited throng winch
surifeil about the romo where the
lying man lay. He litlly realized
that be bad received a mortal wound,
and told them about him I hut he wa
past hope. Ile said that be was not
afraid to die, bur expressed regret
that be should have been shot down
like a flog. He coolly talked over his
business alVaits, uml, rufei-riu- to his

tlie ia I eniieeiiis, saitl bis accounts
would he found till right. Without
fear in lite, li t. S. McCook was not
afraid in the l.iceof death, and died
as be bad lived, a worthy scion ol
ihe renowned l''ighl ing McCook fam-
ily.' Ilis pour wife ' was nearly
cta..'d wiih grief, and her cries ol
attgiti-- li wrmio tears from iitaiiv a
stunt !. curt. Almost the last words

Death of Col. J- - H. Moss.
Col. James II. Mo dim! on Friday,

Ihe lSih Inst., al ter a pro.racied ill-

ness, ut his residence iu Columbia, In
the 49tlt.vear or his ngiJ. He was a
native of lloonecounty.nnd the sou ot
Dr James W. Moss who was for
uiaiir veitrs nil esteemed )! proiui-uci- it

clli7.cn ol St. liouis cotiiiiy. Col.
Moss was I ho brother of ihe late Mrs.
Johu J. Crittenden, Mrs. Logan Hun-

ter, nud Col. O. 1. Moss of . lay
countv. Educated nt the Missouri
Slate "University, Col. Moss w asafier
careful admitted to the
bar when hu was scarcely of age, anil
bv his professional skill, his 'aro tai l

and nttainineiils, his unswerving
integrity uml devotion to his

duties, achieved, before ho
reached the age ot Ihirly-lH- e, n prom-
inent and hoiiorule place in his pro-
fession. His life was distinguished
by a manly struggle with adverse
loi'tuiif. First, the loss of a handsome
competency occasioned by ihe war,
and then the greater lussot Ids health
which followed ill 18:iii, sadly inler-fi-rre- d

with a lifAs of honorable ambi-
tion and list t illness which would
doubtless otherwise have become
crowned with greater honor and
distinction.

He served the people of Clay comi-
ty for several terms iu the stale legis-
lature, nud was a member of t In-

state constitutional convention held
i t St. L . i au I called dmi-i- the ex-

citement win h pre cede. i Hie late
civil war. Col. Moss introduced the
resolution declaring l hat Missouri
would occupy a position of neutrality
in the impending struggle, and it was
Ihe subject uf it debute lusting several
days and distinguished by many
speeches from sumo of the ablest and
most effective speakers I lie slate has
ever known. His speeches in- sup-
port of his resolution wete esteemed
as among the most t.blo delivered
during Hit; session ol that body. The
resolution tailed, and when the war
broke out, Col. Moss joined the fed-
eral army.

Ile became n colonel anil was after-
wards made a brigadier-gener- al with
a command in Northern Missouri,
embracing the county of Clay. His
tiruiuess and fair ttu ding preserved
bis department from invasion by
lawless men wiio threatened its peace
and by repressing disorder and tur-
bulence, hu gave unqualified satisfac-
tion to all classes ot his fellow-citizen- s.

To inuiiilcst their recognition
of his services iu saving them from
the desolation which Ml ou their
hordors out which they escaped
thepcople of Ciay proposeilato present
Col. Moss with a house of ihe v due
uf ten thousand dollars ; but allltutluh
his fortunes were srieatly changed by
the war, he would not consent lo ac-
cept a reward fur doing what he re-

garded as a simple duty.
When quite a youth Col. Moss held

a i o:niu mil iu Ihe famous march made
by Ueu. Doniphan, through Chihua-ha- ti

Soon
after his return from Mexico lie mar-
ried Susan, a daughter ofJudoe War-
ren Woodson of lioone county.

here, as well as in the interior cou li-
